"A check is just the same size no 
m atter w hat you w rite on it,” said 
G eneral Brehon Som ervell when 
he was sum m oned before the then 
T rum an com m ittee to explain the 
w anton extravagance in building 
the Canol project. No expression 
could be m ore typical of a certain 
type of arrogant m ilitary m ind. 
Although the Canol project is ”a 
dead horse,'* as President T rum an 
has said, it was such a costly ani­ 
m al that a com plete autopsy is 
in order. One good result m ight 
be to im press upon the brass hats 
th at they m ust not hide an illegi­ 
tim ate project under the disguise 
of "top m ilitary secret.” 
G eneral Som ervell was the real 
father of the Canol project and I 
do not blam e A dm iral King for 
resenting the charge that he had 
conceived it. It was soft-headedly 
alleged to be strategically vital to 
the defense of the United States. 
The final cost w as $ 135,000.000, 
w ithout counting the great addi­ 
tional expense resulting from the 
large num ber of soldiers detailed 
to it. 
•

• 
The w ar departm ent was only 
$ 110.000.000 off in its estim ate of 
the total direct money cost. This 
is understandable, how ever, when 
one considers the 
statem ent of 
B rain-T rusier Jam es H. G raham , i 
dollar a year adviser to G eneral | 
Som ervell, who testified that "on ; 
a w ar project 1 never m ake an ; 
estim ate.” It was Dr. G raham who 
recom m ended that Canol be built. 
It will be rem em bered that it was 
the sam e G eneral Som ervell who 
underestim ated the cost 
of the 
Pentagon building by m any m il­ 
lions of dollars. W ith him doing 
the guessing, it is no surpri.se at 
all that the w ar departm ent spent 
$ 110,000,000 
m ore than 
it e.sti- 
m ated on the Canol project which 
the foreign liquidation com m is­ 
sioner advises " h a s ...no known 
possibilities for postw ar u.se as an 
entirety.” 
The Am erican base at Sitka cost 
$ 30,000,000, as com pared w ith the ; 
cost of Canol (now w’orthless) of 
$ 135,000,000. 
The present Secretary of W ar 
Paterson had said in his testi­ 
m ony "I believe it (C anol) will 
be a valuable asset in peacetim e. 
The arm y is proud of Canol . . . 
The value of the petroleum for 
the defense of Alaska and the 
C anadian 
northw est 
in 
future 
years and 
for the further de­ 
velopm ent of this 
vast, 
alm ost 
untouched territory, is great.” Mr. 
Patterson has alw'ays been w ill- 
irtg to go to the front for one of 
his brass hats w ithout counting 
the cost to him self.

In late 1943, the .senate com­ 
m ittee's inquiry developed w hat 
to 
its 
m em bers 
seemed 
con­ 
clusive evidence that Canol was 
not likely to pay its 
vay as a 
producer of petroleum . Since, in 
A ugust of th a L fe ar, w'e had found 
th a t the Japanese had evacuated 
Kiska, it w as felt th at perhaps it 
was just as well to abandon the 
project and not w aste more good 
money. As soon as the petroleum 
adm inistrator for w ar had discov­ 
ered this m ilitary w ill o’ the wisp, 
he had strongly recom m ended its 
instant 
abandonm ent. 
However, 
the joint chiefs of staff persisted 
in authorizing the w ork to con­ 
tinue. Secretary of W ar Stimson 
w rote "The joint chiefs of staff 
of the United States arm y and 
navy have notified me th at the 
com pletion and operation olf the 
project w hich we are w orking on 
are necessary to the w ar effort 
and that the project should be 


com pleted and operated as soon 
as practicable.” 
Now’, at 
long 
last, the joint 
chiefs of staff are explaining their 
lack of wisdom 
in deciding to 
com plete this w asteful and u.scle.'^a 
venture. 
The story that %ve are 
being asked to believe run* som e­ 
thing like this. W hen Cai.ol was 
begun, the hope was to have ga.so- 
lino locally available in the Ala.s- 
kan area. Later, the strategy w as 
changed to center upon the m id- 
occan route.

the m eantim e, 
Canol, as an oil producer, w'ns 
showing disappointing prospi'cts. 
Despite this, it w as felt th at to 
abandon the project, a large-scale 
and visible signal to the enem y, 
(an enem y already departed from 
the region, rem em ber) would be 
to inform him that oUr plans had 
been changed. So, Canol W’a^; con­ 
tinued to "fool the Japs" and dupe

V-2 Rocket Sets New 
Sp eed -Heig ht Record |

WHITE SANDS, N. M.— (A P)—A German V-2 rocket, trailing 
a long string of white fire, soared comet-like to a record 111 miles 
Into the heavens last night, bu t its man-made meteorites were so 
pu ny they elu ded most eyes. 
A scientific evalu ation of the meteorites experiment awaits de­ 
velopment of films from cameras, some 300 of which were trained 
on the heavens over this sou thern New Mexico ordnance proving 
grou nd. 
The rocket shoot itself was termed the best so far by Lt. Col. 
Harold R. Tu rner, White Sands commandant. 
Not only did the 14-ton (28,462 lb.) missile crack the Ju ly 30 
altitu de record of 104 miles, bu t also it established a new speed 
of 5,350 feet per second—more than a mile a second and abou t 
five times the speed of sou nd. 
Bu t for sou thwestern residents, the show wa.s a flop. 
Of the hu ndreds who scanned the chilly desert night fof^ some­ 
thing like the recent meteor showers, only u nidentified observers at 
Blsbce, Ariz., reported seeing meteorites which were ejected at 
three 10-second intervals as the rocket shot skyward.
